Tothe clearing of which point, there aretwo things of 
fieceſſity to be done : 

1, The comveniencies and inconveniencies of ſuch prayers 
in the generall, muſt be weighed. 
2. The blemifhes with which this of oxrs in particular us 
charged muſt be examined 
According as we find which, foror againſt, our concluſion 
muſt be made, 

x. It ſuits ro,and agrees beſt with Gods own proceedings 
in the government of his Church. In which it hath pleaſed 
his divine wiſdome fo toorder the matter, that (Gnce all 
men are not alike capable of knowledge, nor have the ſame 
abilities, his providence ſhould as it were conform it ſelf to 
this unequa)lcondition of men : whenceit is, he hath made 
choice of ſome to teach others , and pray for others; choſe 
ſome to be Apoſtles, ſome Miniſters , Paſtors, Teachers; 
whereas had he not had reſpec to this, and purpoſed to go 
along with this weakneſſe of mans nature , he could as well 
have infuſed abilities ( I mean ſupernaturall ) into the breft 
and brain of the moſt ignorant deſpicable member of rhe 
Church, ſifficient without other teachings or helps, to have 
raiſed him to converſe with God here, and poſſeſſe God 
hereafter, as ever he did into theablett of the Apoſtles. 

And now having thus ordered the matter; {for thus itis, 
was, and ever willbe, let men dream never ſo long, torture. 
and rack Scripture, to make it roare out an imaginary lying 
perfection God looks that thoſe ſome which he hath choſe,

{ will pray with the Spirit, and I will pray with underſtawd- 
ing,1C0r7.14-1.5-. This often miſcapplyed Textistobe un- 
deritood of yublike Prayer, as you may ſee by comparing it 
with the ſecond verſe, Hethat Speaketh or prayeth in an un- 
kryown tongue, ſpeaketh or prayeth not unto men, but unto God, 
By Spire is meant (not as our yain humouritts would haye 
it) an cxtemporall faculty of wording it, but that gift of che 
Spirit which Saint Paw/ mentions verſ. 5 ,6,&c. viz. the mi- 
raculous gifrof tongues, or faculty of ſpeaking divers lan- 
guages :by underſtanding is meantthe underſtanding ofthe

1. The underſtanding is pre-acquainred with , and the 
fubje&t otherwiſe difhcult is chus made obvious and caſie, 
2- The matter is the ſame, not at the will, or paſhon, or ig» 
nor7ance, or negligence of him that prayeth co be varied : by 
reaſon of which, ſometime the people cannot, ſometime dare 
not goalong withtheir Minifter, 3.

that authorize them. The King and Parliament devoutly 
uſe them, religious people morning and evening frequent 
chem ; now ſome to ſpurn and tear them, others ſpit at them, 
you to call them ſuperſtitious, evill, a Crambe, a Kickſhoe, 
an Horch-potch, a Drench, &c, If this be not the higheſt 
degree of profanation, nothing is. Surely, if we do not re- 
pent for this, our poſterity will; and beſides that , bluſh 
when ever they ſhall be upbraided by ſuch prodigiouſly A- 
theiſticall Anceſtors, Bur to proceed : What order can ever 
be expected? what uniformity looked for ? what conſent 
and harmony betwixt Church and Church, when every one 
halldiffer in that which ſhould make them truly one? a 
Communion of Saints , even their community of Prayers? 
How, while ſomeareſtarved,ſhall others be pampered? and 
then what likeneſſe? Tellme not , that they that will ſhall 
ulethe Churches ſer forms; for cither they will be wholly 
negleRed, where others cannot be had , being fo diſcounte- 
nanced,if leftarbitrary ; diſcountenanced, 11ay, by publike 
authority, & depraved,condemned,damned,by private per. 
ſons; orelſe, whiles both arein uſe, it will nouriſh a contie 
nuallenmity berwixt the uſers of each. Ir is a requiſite in

No, but the deſigne of your dear friend , the 
Authour of The Proteſtation proteſted , and ſome ſince him, 
Js, to have the Church at length ſifted and winnowed , and 
the grain laid apart by it ſelf, that is your faRion; and for 
the chaffe, allelſe, Jet them do or be what they will, it mat- 


ects not, If the Kings State will maintain the faithof Chriſt, 
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well and good, they ſhall have yourfair leave : if not, they 
ſhall have your leave coo; ſo you may enjoy your conſciene 
ces you ar: indifferent. This is the Common good that is 
crycd up, though indeed the Publike wo: and thus you tread 
a tair way toit : you ſhall have the hold of the hearts of the 
people, the ſureft hold that may be, of their couſcicnces, of 
all cheir religiouſeſt aRions, their Prayers,Supplications &c, 
and che State ſhall havenone of you : not command ycuto 
pray for the King, that | you ſay is time ſpent in flattery 
not for Biſhops, they are Antichtiftian ; not fot his lubjects, 
that they may Jive godly and peaccable lives vr der him, 
they are dogs, ſhut ant of the gate: of the new C 1, bowling, 


Immortale odium ,& nunquam ſanabile vulnua 
Ardet adhuc Ombos & T entyra— 


What can the end of thefe proceedings be, but an irrecon= 
cileable ditiance berween party and party ;then jealouſies, 
then provocations, then wars, then ruine ! I doubt not , but 
if Chriſt had been pleaſed to have converted to his faith but 
one K:ng and h1y whole State , and foro have ordered a na«- 
tionall Church, and have given over to us that order as 2 
pattern, ſurely it ſhould not have been any ſuch independent 
anarchicall Government as your platformis ,nay will be if 
we cantell when; for as yet the Whelp isnor licked into any 
faſhion. You ſay thar ſct forms of Prayers are quenching 
the Spirit; whether it b: ſoor no, I am ture your Extcmpoe 
rall will fet ſuch a fire on your Spirits, that they will need 
quenching , or the whole Kingdeme will burn with them. 
Weightheſe circumſtances, and you will ſeethat there is an 
expedicricy of fer forms in a nationall Church.

Though you borrow your arrowes (your objefions) 
from their quiver, yet what with being new feathered with 
the peoples diſcontents, perhaps flying with the wind ; and 
laſtly, their heads being poyſoned with the gall of Aſpes, 
chey pierce deeper now than formerly : then our Prayers 
were but ridiculons, now /wper/{itions, Were they alwayes 
ſo? Yes, Belike it was beyond the $kill of thoſe holy men 
to refine a Scorpion into a Fiſh, pag.14. Where then was 
their errour in trauſmitting over this ſuperſtition ro us ? 
Was it malice, or ignorance, or beth ? that when we asked 
them Bread, would give usa Srone ; when we asked a Fiſh, 
would giveus 2 Serpent ? [| It bribed their judgements with 
worldly engagements, pag.16.] O the inconfiderateneſle of 
cager and headlong ambition ! that men , who but now 
wee, ſome returned from baniſhment, others drawn out of 
priſon, ſhould inan inſtant be fo turned about, that they 
would forfeit their Religion , their Wiſcdomes, their Crc- 
dirs, yeatheir Souls, in obtruding upon a Church ſuperſtiti- 
ous and damnable Rules for Deyotion ; and all this to

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get a narrow incompetent Biſhoprick. If they bad minded 
preferment, why looked they not abroad, where fſacriled 
and miſdevotion had not ſo ſtreightned their walkes , 
nor demoliſhed their goodly proſpets, nor waſhed out 
their gilded titles? they could not have been worſe there, if 
they were ſuperſtitious at home. I wonder not now to 
hear them fo traduced by the Papiſts , when our ſelves doe 
thus uncharicably miſreport them. CAdartis Aar-prelate 
(as Maſter Sardys can tell you) is in the diſgrace of our 
Clergie cited by the Papilts, as a grave unqueſtionable 
Authour : and what place your Animadver ions may once 
have inthe Vaticane, is yet dubious; though it be certain 
that thoſe Spiders of Rome cannot havea fitter ſubjeR from 
whence to draw poyſon. Bur is it certain they are ſuperſti- 
tious now ? Will your Smeftymnmuans affirm fo much? True 
ly then they are as deeply concerned in it , as any of the 
Teſt of their brethren , who before the unhappy diſtaſte of 
the late Convocation, could alike ſwallow ſo much Popery. 
However ; where is the ſuperſtition ? In this, this , or this 
Prayer,or any of thereſt?If not in any of theparts,not inthe 
whole. Q but| # ſyn.bolizeth with the Maſſe and pranks it ſelf 
in Popiſhweeds, and goes too gariſh upon holy-days,p.22.)They 
have Anthems, and Organs,and Copes, and Surpliccs in the 
Church of Rome : True ; and when all this is away , till 
they have Prayers : and if you will wholly aboliſh chem 
becauſe ſymbolicall, Antichriſt will ſymbolize with ye « 
nd evuCire iN his Creed in ſpiteof your tceths , unleſſe you 
mean to have no other but The ( hriſtian Beleef concerning 
Biſhops. That foul that can ſoar aloft upon the ſtrength of 
his own wings,or hathits flagging Pinions completely ym- 
ped with feathers from the Dove, the Spirit of God , fhall 
little nced ſuch advantages as are theſe things which we 
ſpeakof ; (for advantages they are, and but advariages ;) 
onely take you heed you do not, /carws-like, over-dare,and 
give allthe Chriſtian world elſe leave to ackoow Age and 
remedy aS they may, their almoſt irremediable weakneſſes. 
This outward State and glory (fayesmy fore-cited Author } 
being 
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being well diſpoſed, doth ingender, quicken, encreaſe and nou- 
rſh the inward reverence and reſpeRfull deyotion , due to fo 
ſoveraign, ſo awfull a power : which, thoſe whom the uſe there- 
of cannot perſwade fo, would cafily by the want of it be cauſed 
to conteſle.

have a tender conſcience; or if he hath, that he ought not for his 
ſatisfaction to be yeelded untoin things indifferent. Neither is 
this end (a reſpeR indeed it is,that wasand iS had in having ſuch 
forms , though not the main and ultimate) fruſtrate if they do 
not come ; for it:keeps as many Proteſtants at Church now, as it 
did Papiſts at firſt (tillrhey were upon other reaſons diverted;) 
many of which by ſounſufferable a ſcandall, would.cither ab- 
fain from the worſhip of God altogether, or go where they 
might have it neareſt totheir ancient manner.

Laſtly, fince no man can offerto upbraid me 
with roo much pompe, which is wont to be the 
common <ye-ſore of our-envied profeſſion; Can 
any man pretend to a ground of taxing me (as I 
perceive one of late hath moſt unjuſtly done) 
of too much worldlineſfſe 2- Surely, of all the vi- 
ces forbidden in the Pecalogue, there is no-one 

ich my heart upon due examination can lefle 
taften upon moe then this: 'He thar made it 
knowes thathe hath put into- it a true diſregar 
(fave onely for neceflary uſe) of the world,and 
ot all that n can boaſt of, whether for profit, plea- 
ture, or glory. No, 
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No, no; I know the world too well to dote up:

know this to bee : which is ſince ſo cleared by 
better hands , that I well hope the better-in- 
formed world cannot but fit downe convinced , 
Neither doubt I, but that, as metals receive the 
more luſtre with often rubbing , this truth , the 
more agitation it undergoes, ſhall appeare every 
day more glorious. Onely, may the good ſpirit of 
the Almighty ſpeedily diſpell all thofe duſ- 
kie prejudices from the mindes of men , which 
may hinder them from diſcerning ſo cleare a 
lighr. 
Es then, knowing nothing by my ſelfe, 
whereby I have deſerved to alienate any good 
beart from me, I ſhall reſolve to reſt ſecurely up- 
on the acquiting teſtimony of a good conſcience, 
and the fecretapprobation of my gracious God; 
who ſhall one day cauſe mine innocence to 
breake forth as the morning light, and ſhall give 
me beauty for bonds, and for a light and mo- 
mentany affliction, an eternall weight of glory. 
To ſhutup all, and to ſurccaſe your trouble. I

Time is athing that's loſt,before we have it;and if Icar- 
ned men have found ſuch difficulty to diſcover what tume 
is, for Saint Aug»ſtine (a rare wit)ſtrugleth in this queſti- 
onasabirdinaſtring, 2uideſt rempus? ſi news ex megua- 
rat, Scio, fi querentiexplicare velim, neſcio.(11. Book of his con- 

fesſien, Chap. 14.) He knowes enough to hold his peace, 
but not enough to fpeake. : 

Andifhecould not give acertaine definition of it, by 
reaſon of the uncerraineand viciſlitudinaric Nature ofit, 
bow ſhall we thinke to poſleſſeit? 

This Nusc of little laſting,that'tisloſt while we ſpeak 
it, how then can we be Maſters ofthat, whoſe very bein 
is not to be? Like a ſwift river it comes nor, but to. palic 
away. 

And yer ſo neceſſary is this time that meaſures allour 
ations, that Pytbageres calls it Tons 5 v7 @* havey 
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ſoule of all things , butthe negle& ofthis ſouletooften' 
enſnares our ſoule , and ſo two Soules periſh both tope- 
ther. 

How many are over-whclmed for want of the true im. 
ployment oftime) with anguiſh, with remorſle,and fad- 
neſſe, when as time well imploy'd makes a man (withour 
arrogancy) rciovce inthe workes of his owne han, 

This is one of the great confufions , which at this day 
fwaycsthe lives andactions of great men; who are fo0. 
ver-iwhelmed with the multiplicity of affaires (from mor- 
ning untillnight) tha: they have leafure to thinke of e. 
vcry thing, but themſelves. Others rowle themſelves in 
vaine occupations , &never underſtand the principal 
buſineſle of their time which is ro turne,to oxr angry God, 

E”yor &s m/,4:397, 744699 wg 49900 WEE labour in the maine 
point, as if it were but an acceſſoric, and take the acceſſo- 
ries, aS if they werethe choicelt principalls 

Allthe petty trifles which concerne.the eaſe,& accom- 
modation of our bodycs have their regularti.ne, and ele 
domeare forgotten, as to cate when we are hungry ; to 
drinke when we are thirſty; to fleepe when we are weary, 
to ſport when the Iocound firt comes on 5; we givero all 
theſe their time; bur for the great affaire of Salvation, we 
ſetapart no time; as if that werc not worththe wea- 

r1ng out a day. 

God hath reſerved to himſelfc the Government of the 
worlds great Dyall, Time,he alone Cerermines the howers, 
_ and will give this commiſſion tono man. 1f the Sunne 
were ſtaycd, inthetime of lo'ua', it was done ſauth San 
Chrifoftom: in honour to /eſws of whom this great captaine 
wasa figure: And if iereco; led backe 10. [Degrees in the 
tume of Hezekiah,it was to fignific the viſt -ry ot the Incit- 
nation, when the eternal; Word abaſed :imſelf below the 
9. Quircs of Ange's, and united hinifeite "wich humane 
| Nature, 
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Nature, the Tenth and laſt of reaſonable Creatures; Time 
indeed went backward, when Ercrnity came mo the 
world : but the courle of Time was never ſtop't, unlcſſe 
torſome ſpeciall miſtery of our faich. To dreame then 
thar ſich a change ſhould be produced for us, to repaire 
our Precious lofles, were ſucha mad folly, that whoſoever 
thinkes it, ſhall finde hiserror to foone, thatis, when it is 
tolate. [f alcwell be loſt, ir may be found; ita houſe be 
bunt downe, it may bee reedified, and perhaps flouriſh 
moſt after ruinez Bur ( O Goa) why ſhould we looſe that 
which we can never finde? Let's catch the time while the 
Sunne ftriketh upon ourline, or weare loſt for ever. 
Anttgonus ſpakewiſely when he ſaid, his was the ware. 
fare of time as well as of armes, for truly all our Chriſti 
an warfare Confiſts but in well managing our time; then 
to haue the breſt-plate of righteouſneſſe whenthe diuill 
thruſts at us; #hen to hauc the Sword of the ſpirit when we 
need to reſiſt ; then to haue the helmet of ſalaatiou when our 
heads are quite under water, that ſo we finke butto 
Death, not do Deſpaite,this is to ſuite the time well, and 
punctually to employ it. | 
_ Grezory Nazianzen tells us fagely mnuigue 7 6:01: Gee, 
tharlife 1s an open fayre forall the world to trade in, 
where we may barter a Vale of te:res fora Paradice of ioy, 
earth for heauen, a moment for Eternicie, but reaſon re- 
requires that we ſhovld com while the fair laſts, before 
the (hops are ſhut, before the rents of our bodies be pur'd 
downe, before the Night of Death approzcherh, or we 
loſe our market: But 0 wretched men that we are ! fin robb's 
us of our time to prevent our repentance,& io cheates us 
at laſt of heaven: One man ſpends his time tn p'otting 
miſcheife againſt another, win as that time Þear- r em- 
Ploy'd might haue ſaned h1s tovle: Another beſtow:s 1m 


ſelfe wholy on his pleaſure, a> ii he would fie at heaven 
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with his Hawke, to which he ſeldom lookes but in his 

ſport: Do we not ſec Ladies, who in the morning when 

they ſhould offer to God the firſt fruits of the day, will 

Conſult an howre or two with their looking glafle, and 

ſcarſe a minute with their prayer booke? as if they loued 

the ſhaddow of their owne face (which allwayesis not 

the beſt)better then the viſion of God himſfelt : Theſe are 
houſcs ſtill at reparations;the face(which is the forefront 
of the houſe and next the ſtreet) mnſt be new painted, 
this,or that wr:nkle inthe wall new plaiſtred over,to which 
they add ſo much of the Tyre-woman, cill at laſt, they are 
quite loſt in lime and haire, and the whole fabrick ſirew'd 
with ſweets, ſhewes that the powder quite forgets the 
duſt. Is this to ſpend the time well> Canthis trifling (to 
call it no worſe) fit us for eternity? Will not the Saints of 
the primitive times (who as if the day were to little, deſti> 
n'd the nights to devotion intheir Vigills) will not theſe 
riſe up in judgement againſt us, who make our whole lite 
a trade of finne,or doing nothing. 

Thinke (I beſeech you, and tremble while you thinke) 
how many damned foules arenow broyling in hell fire 
(which the whole Ocean cannot extinguiſh) for the con- 
rempt and miſuſe of time; who,becauſe they have ill, and 
vainely ſpenttheir time , are now ſwallowed up of the 
worſt Eternity. 

And thinke againe , what time can there be imagined 
for repentance (the moſt needfull worke of all) when all 
our life is ſwallowed up of impiety : And therefore , tis 
good councell that one gives us! Omnmia iita contemmilo, 
quihas corpore ſolutas, non indigebis + Timely deſpiſe thoſe 
things,in tie body, of which thou haſt noneed out of the 
body :deſpiſe, and deterre all other things, as unworthy 
the expence of a moment; but thy repentance put not off 
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ow day 10 day;do that Now, leaſt pomp on do it never. 
# And ſure I am, that the Devill hath . greater pollicy 
tocircumvent us,thea by benumming of our zeale , by 
this hanging weights upon our ſoules.by the delay of our 
repentance : and | dare be peremptory to cons that 
more periſh this way, then any other. For the Devill can 
worke on few ſo farre, as to perſwade them that they 
never needc Twrneto God atall, bur alas who dorh he not 

endanger, by delaying it * 
Saine Auenſtine found this in himſclfe, as he tels us in 
the Eight Booke of his confesfions Chap. 12. For there find- 
.ingthe Devill dattering his ſoule with perſwaſtons to de- 
lay his repentance(atthat time when he was moſtreſolved 
toperformeithhe had much ftrife in himſelf, but knowing 
that now the Divill had no other Engine to batter his 
ſoule withallz (fo much was his reſolution for the maine, 
ay ns by aſſiſting grace) and knowing the Divill's 
plot by this procraſtination, was onely to bind him faſter 
inthe cuſtome of his finne ; Now at laſt, he violently 
breakes the ſnare and complaines, and cryes bitterly to 
his God : Y/que que domine , quam diu? quam diucras, & 
645? quare now modo > quare non hac hora eit finis tarpitudi- 
ms mea? / | 

Oh my God (faith he) how long wile thou ſuffer me 
thus? How long ſhall I ſay to morrow, tomorrow? why 
ſhould I not doe itnow? andthis minute end that filthy- 
nefſe of life, which otherwiſe will betray me to alife of 
woe for ever. 

But beſide the example of this godly Sain&, giveme 
leave to preſent you with the reaſons why we ſhould 
Now without any delay :#rne to our God. 

Firſt becauſe by delaying our repentance; ſin is fo forti- 
fied by cuſtome and continuance, that every day drives 
the nayle in farther, till'tis hard tobe removed,and ſo our 
EE. © converlion 
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converſion becomes ataske of greater difficulty. _qgeine 
the longer we continue in our ſinnes, the more God calls 
backe his eraccand aſſiſtance from us, ſo that the bancke 
breaking which did defcnd us, the full ſtreams of temp. 
ration breake in, and overflow us. Thiraly, By continu- 
ance ſinn< rakes deeper rooting, and ſothe weedewhich 
had bur little faſtning before , requires more ſtrenzhand 
violence to pluck it up: Laſtly, all the good motions and 
inclynations of our wills, by theſtrergrh and growth of 
fin, are more infeebled : That plant pines, where elder 
& (tronger we-ds attrad all the moiſture : Paſſions grow 
bold, where reaſon dares not ſtirre againſt a cuſtome : 
When finne ſhall be faſt rooted in the habit of it, when 
the Divill ſhall be neere to aſſault, and God farre from aſ- 
ſiting, O how difficult will our conveſion be! 

He that but ſtand) in th: way of ſunners, is ina poſture of 
to unhappy conſtancy; he that goes on, thrives to faſt in 
that trade which will undoe him, and is never no true a 
proficient as when he goes backward: but ifonce it come 

. to [i1ting in the ſeate of the (cornfull ( quaſi ad hoc vacans) (as 
Saint Auguitine gloſſeth that place) having nothing elſe to 
doe, but to {inne : To fit at calc upon the Stole of wicked- 
neſſe, 4nd imagine miſcheife as a law, this is to give ſinnea 
cuthion, which is loath enough to riſe, from the uncaſicſt 
conſtancie. 

Saint Auguſtine Commenting on that miracle of Teſus, 
in ray{ing Laz1ras from the grave when he had beene dead 
fomre aayes, ſearcherh the reaſon why Teſus begun that 
worke with a Prologue cf teares, why he groaned and trou- 
bled himſelfe fomuch, when as he rated others with faci- 


lity, withour thoſe ſadder Prefaces , and from the Confi- 


deration of this, extracts this mortall Divinity; That there 
are foure degrees ota (inner, correſponding to the foure 
dayes of Lazarus his interment : The Fir# is a voluntary 
 Deletiation 
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Mrlidtion, the ſecond is Conſent,the third is Accompliſhment, 
the ſuwth is the Cuſtomee and Continuance of ſinne , and he 
that hath layne out theſe foure dayes inthe grave of ſin, 
ucied thus,is hardly raiſcd to life againe; ſaith that Father. 
Noleſſethen a miracle can call backe ſuch a man, he muſt 
havereares, and fights, and groanes; inward trouble and 
an[ernation, and when theſe are growne to perfetF/on, the 
de1d man is rais'd indeed. 

And though I will not conclude (as ſome have done) 
that Lazarws thns raif'd dyed no more; yet ſure I am, that 
fom this ſpirituall reſfurre@ion,fho death of finne ſhall re- 
lp's us; and therefore Lazarss mult leave off his grave 
dothes, and be unbound , forſaking all relations to the 

ave, toſhew that thoſe very ſinnes being dead tat kil- 
«dhim, he lives by their mortality. 

Saint Auguitine (Lib. 6.de Civitit Dei cap. ro.) makes 
mention of an old Comedian (a conſtant actor in thoſe 
Cmedzes which the blinde Idolaters of thoſe times inſti- 
tuted tothe honour of their falſe Gods) thathe was ſo in- 
namored of the applaus the people gave him , that play- 
ing for the Gods, he ated all as for men : but being old, 
and forſaken of his uſuall croope of auditors ; he would 
crawle tothe Capitol and feebly act his Comeayes before 
the Statues of his falſe Gods , doing all (as he ſaid) then 
forthe Gods, & nothing for men. And do we not at our 
parts thus, when we dedicate the firſt fruits of our time 
toour own ſenſuallity;8& give God(in whom we live)bur 
thegleanings of our lives ? Beginning then to ſerve God, 
when feeble age hath made ns unapt for the ſervice of fin; 
Never trembling in the ſenſe of Gods wrath, nor ſhaking 

nany thing but our palſic * Are; we then fit /# run ths 
}4h of Gods Commandements, when'we cannot goe without 
altiffe? And truely we doe notunfitly ro take the halpe 
ot more leggs to carry usout - the world , then we had 

ta 
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ro bring us intoit, whoby along life bave contrafied; 
greater burthen of ſinne upon us. They wy tO ceaſe from 
beholding vanity, when we havenot faculty enoughlek 
to ſee, to frequent the houſe of God with deafe cates; 
Then encly to come to heare, whcn with Davids 1dolls we 
have Earcs only not to Heare?Not to fin becauſe of thein- 
nab:lity of age,is mporency,not innocency; tor the taynt 
& habit of our vouthfull ſins, remaine though the a& be 
wanting. O miſcrab!e condition of finne! never to grow 
old? notin Azeitſclis Never to dyc,whilſt we live?when 

wecan do nothing elſe, to be able todo that? 

Strange power of impotency to be able to do nothing 
bur ſinne; and ſtranger life of finne, that lives in ns onely 
to kill us alive, and lives when we are dead in the guilt, 
and obligation to cternall puniſhment , and lives withus 
in Hell, tokcepe us everlaſtingly living , or dying ; (for 
I cannot tell whether it be life or death,to live innothi 
but torment, and dead ro nothing elſe but happineſſe.) 

[ beſeech you thinke New what will be Thex, and let 
the thought of that Th: , teach you how to prize the 
Prophets Newsfor Ex hoc m!m2nto pendet atervitas, the eter- 
all Condition of your ſoules depends uponit. 

O now for the Tongue of Angclls to perſwade you, bur 
miſerable man that I am , I check that holy ambition, 
knowing that to be ſo excellent that I camvat attaine wwoil, 
but fach as I have Igive unto you; and beſeech you , as yall 
vallue the joyes of Heaven , as you dreadthe painesdf 
Hell, by thoſe Soules of yours to redceme which eofl 
Chriſt himſclfe his blood, and by that precious blood, 
the pri:c of your ſoules redemption, by the love of that 
God who was before a[lthrie. &1aſting beyond all time(be- 


ing rhe Eternity it ſelf)fomake arrue uſe of this time New. 
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letnot this dayes Sun ſer, and the wrath of Godſtill up- 
on us; but draw necre unto him n:w,ſoncere thatyoumay 
kiſſe the ſonn, for if his wrath be kindled (yeabat a-litthle) 
Bleſſed are all they that put their truſt in bim. 

Let me cxpoſtulate with the prophet, doth wet the Surllow 
and the Crane Jkuow their time, yet poore man (for whom 
theſe were made )knowes it not. 

Happily ſometimes we feele Agri as ague, ſome moti« 
ons, and groouings of repentance, but we are ſtillat a 
ſand for a Connenient ſeaſen, and fo the fit goes off: (for the 
ſoules ague (Contrarie to that of the Coty ) - beginns 
with a hott fitt, and ends ina-Cold;) Truely though no 
time be amiſle in reſpe& of God, for at what time ſoever 4 
ſinner doth repent, that is the acceptable teme, tharis the day of 
ſaluation: yet Eſaw's teares when the time was paſt, the Y5r- 
g'n; k nocking when the dore were ſhut theſe ſhew(what So- 
lomon ſaid)that there is a tim: for every thing, &if we looſe 
tat time,we ſhall weepe, and knock, as fooliſhly as they. 

Opportunitie ist tclf a favour, and ris aſecond fa- 
rourto diſcerne it, but the greateſt is to. lay hold fir, 
and from the want of theſe, ſpring the cauſes of our Pro- 
caltination, which is the common error of repentance, 
(Ibeſeech you marke it } eyther our 7enoraxce in not dil- 
certing the time, or our Nee/zeence, that when wee doe 
dicerne it, do not yet embrace ir. 

This Chriſt laments with bittcr tzares,and of that, God 
himſelf complaines,Jer 8.verſe.7. Ewen the Storke 33 the ayre, 
the Turtle & the Crane, & the Swallompbſerve tht tim? of their 
comming, but my people knoweth not the Indg:ment of the Lord. 
God uſeth not thus to complaine but in preat caſes, to 
lighthis ſo graciouſly offered opportunity, hc accompts 
dotriviall matter: T'is a point of the greateft confiderati- 
on in all Chriſtianitic, elſe God would not have com- 
Plin'd, nor Chrift ſo FR have bemoaned ma ; 
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for the lofle of it, O ſaith he 1 thou had# knowne that thir 
day hal bin the day of thy viſitation, and what then? there he 
breakes off the teares comming ſo faſt, that hewas forct 
to weepe out the reſt of his meaning: O thoſe teares i. 
lentlytell us what the loſle of time is, for therefore did 
he weepe then, becauſe they wept no ſooner. 

But mee thinkes I heare flcſh and blood begin to plead: 
May I not lay bythe conſideration ot my repentance a 
little? lam yong and healthy, and gladly wquld I befreind 
my youth with the pleaſures of the world alittle longer, 
and then I will turne to God with all my hart : O be not 
deceaved; aſuddaine death may fnatch us hence, and ſend 
the ſoule into the other world with a'l our fins uponit, 
and what the condition of that ſoule is, I dread to eell you. 

Bur ſuppoſe the beſt,that Death-ſend his harbinger, & 
by ſome languiſhing ſicknefle, kindly gives us warning of 
our departure, yet ett merell you, that infinite are the 
[6 po which .diſturbe the repentance of the death 

ed : Our owne paines will diſquiet us, and make us roare 
foruery anguiſh, and ſoto cry ro God, is rather paſſion, 
then repentance: Can we be fitt to turneunto God, when 
we can ſcarce turne our ſelues in our bedds? the thought 
of the poore widdow we ſhall leave bchind us, will make 
the ſoule forget her ſpowſe and {weteſt bridgrome Chriſt the 
fcare ofdeath will horribly affright us, and a trembling 
dread {o over whelme us, that fearing to die, we think not 
how todye, and fo looſe the life ofthe bleſſed: the ene- 
mie will chen raiſe Devils in our conſciences,and preſent 
our thoughts with a ſad 7des of hell,and ſhew us all the tor- 
ments we have deſerued, torments {o intollerable, foim- 
marceſſible, that the damned foule would be glad tobe 
buta Deuill, andthinkeitahigh preferment to be no- 
thing: And to ſhew fnll malice inthe concluſion, at our 
very departure,he will hey us all our ſinns in ſucha _ 


Sy (25) 
that(deſpairing Jwe may grow mad,and die. 
Telline then is this a fit time for repentance? Is thedeath 
bed a conuenient Altar to offer up our badyes 4 rving ſaorrfice, 
and then to waen weliea dying? O God gine us grace to 
thinke of this betimes; and lett me add, thar the Con- 
verſion of our laſt tine s ſeldom free, but inforct,by the 
feare of hell; but inthat feare there is no !louc, and with 
our loue, there is no hope of heaven: To feare him onely 
for his iudgments.and not as ſonns,is to find him a Tudge, 
and not a Father. | 

Beſides the actions of vertue performed then, are not 
of that vallue with God, -as thoſe which come to him 
wing'd with cheerctullneſle in our health and proſpetity: 
Whar great mercy is it to pardon an enemy when we 
have no power to hurt him ?- or what great charity to di- 
ſtribute our goods, when wecannot keepethem? Aſas in 
this eſtate, Peccatate dimiſerunt, now ww illa, thy ſinnes for. 
ſake thee, Thou doſt not forſake thy finnes; And let me 
argue the unſoundneſle ot late repentance by the u{all 
expetience of fick men, who make protcſtations of great 
contrition, bur reſtored to health, returne to finne; as rhe 
dogge to his vomit, and ſoasthey mend, grow worſe. But 
finne I know is tull of flattery; andnow I call to mind the 
T h:ife on the Crofle, was not he ſaved the very laſt hower 
of his life, though he ſcarcely ever thought on God be- 
fore, was nothe prefer'd from the Croſle to Paradice, 
withoutthe-trouble of more 1<pentance? 

Vnhapily argued; but ſhew me ſuch another examp'e, 
and finne on , till you lye a dying; and _ that ſoules 
hardly put toir, that hath no berter ſhift then co make 
thar a ground of preſumption , which onely isa helpe in 
deſpaire : This was a particular a& of Chrilt as Sant 4un 
euftine notes, and ſocan makeno generall rule; if a Prince 


pardon one malciaRor at the place of cxecution, a thou- 
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ſand others dye without it:This was to play the power 
of Chriſt on the Croſle,then,in his greateſt infirmity,that 
when he would not ſave himſeife from a _ all death, 
yet he would ſave him from an etcrnall death; *Twas a 
rare thing,thata Thecte ſhould confeſle Chriſt, when his 
nccreſt friends forſooke him; and the reward of this, was 
as rare as his goodneflc. | 

Truly the point isof ſuch conſequence , Iknow not 
how to leave it, and thereforc let me inferr further, that 
this late repentance muſt nceds be very dangerous, when 
as repentance at the beft, withall advantages oflite, is a 
worke ofthe greateſt difficulty; why then ſhould we poſt 
off thar to the laſt minute, for which all ourlife isto little? 

Converſe with a foule newly looſ'd from finfull ſlave- 
rie,and it will tell you,that She ſayl'd ina calme,while ſhe 
went the Devills voyage; bur when once ſhe begun to 
thinke of returning home, and leave that Sea fo tullof 
Syrens, then the ſtorme aroſe, temptations multiplyed 
like the Waves, every billow ſtriving which ſhould firſt 
devoure her. 2 Df - 

And erulylI have ſpent many thoughts upon that ſto- 
rie of him(inthe 9g. of Aarke ) poſſeſt with a dumbe, 
and deafe ſpirit ; and I thinke it wonderfully remarkable, 
that the Devill would neither hcare, nor ſpeake, whilſt he 
hada quiet poſſeſſion of that body, but when Chriſt went 
about to turne him out of dotes (charging him to goe ont 
of him) then the mercy of Chriſt to the man, wroughtan 
unplcaſing miracle on the D:vills,. tor ths deafe heard pre- © 
ſcnily. 41d the dambe ſpate , and now forced to depart, he 
tore and rent him, and rormented him into ſuch a trance, 
eha* the ſpectators thought himdead. "Oy 

\V;ilyou heare the Wiſe man in this: My ſorme , whe 
thou art come tpthe ſervice of God , prepare thy ſoule for tempta- 
11095, though perhaps wefeele not the Devillin us before, 

SW ; yet 
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yet when holy reſolutions come' upon us, then he be- 
gins to ſtriveand ſtrugglepreſently, | 

And would it not make one afraid to pray with David, 
Creat: in m? O Lord a cleane heart , (humanurn dico) (1 ſpeale 
now afier the manner of mer) when as the honſe in the Gol 
pell was no ſoonerſwepr, but cight Devills ruſht in at 
once : but the Text there gives the reaſon , tney found it 
cmpty; but if God be in thy heart; ifthe Trinity keepe 
houſe there; wee neede fearcno Devilliſh intruſions. 

But to proſequte the point in hand,S-e it fhgured outin 
Phararh, who when he found inthe Children of 1ſrael a Gif- 
poſition to depart , then his boyling rage ran over inthe 
multiplication ofatfliftions. | 

It Saint Paul havea motion of the law of the {pirit, pre- 
ſently the Divill urgeth -his ſtarute Jaw in 1he law of his 
members, torc{ift the law of the ſpirit:youſee then repentance 
i5not without ſtrife and confli, itſtirr's up warre in the 
ſouie, and bleſſed is he who in this ſtrife can getthe Vito» 
rie, and I hope wz ſhall thinke it a hard worke cre we have 
done,it willbeaſigne we arethenecrerto it. 

Much more might be added to this purpoſe; The Fathers 
are full of it, but tle ſhutr up the point with ſome breife 
colletions our of the converſion of Saint Augnſtime in the 
eight booke of whoſe confeſsions, r.4ud 2.Chap: we find his fleſh 
and ſpirit, ina dreadfull conflict ; God drawing 'on one 
ſide, the world, the fleſh, and the Divill pulling him dacke 
on the other: In this Agonie of tempratian, \he repaires to

conduce to faſting,and the firſt ſinne was the breach of 
that Law; and we ſuffer for it to this howre, | 

A1am when he had caten was cloathed with the ſkinus 
of beaſts cas the livery ofa beaſtly appetite, but on

Is this your faſt (firh God)to hange downe your head 
likc a bulruth? ro pur on ſackcloth and aſhes? To hang 
VCOwne y Our head like a bulrvth and yct ſtil] remaine a 
itiffenecksd neople? to clothe the body in ſackcloth 
when as the ſonle is naked,not one ragg of righteouſneſſe 
upon it? Toſprinkle our {elves with aſhes, when as our 
Ivſt burnes ina full fire? ſo farre are we by ſuch afaſt 
from vanqu'/h;ng the Devill,that it makes us like him: To 
abſtzine from mcar and not from Iniquity, 15 bur to imi- 
tate the Devill (Saith 1/edore) Cui ſea noneſt, ſed ſemper adeſt 
nequitia, He eates nothing and yet is full of wickedneſle, 
Better ro be ſtuft with meatthen ſinne, but rhe true faſt 
willhaveneithcr. 

Bur yet there is bread which we may eate when we faſt, 
& faſt che berter for cating it:Davia calls it panem lachrims 
rum Pſal.80.The bread of teares, and truly we ſhal ;«rxe to 
God the better, when in the ſtrength of penitence, we 
ſhall doc a miracle, which the Devill ne're thought to 
tempt Chriſt with, !#r-e our very fares into bread. 

And why doth David call his trares his meate > They 
were morc likely to be his drinke; bur onely to tell us,that 
with theſe, the ſoule isno lefle nouriſht ,.then the body is 
with bread, our ſpirituall /fe is not better maintained, 
then by Lamentation. 

And this isit our Prophetcales for next, our returne 
muſt be in Flery with weeping: The Ancients were prodigall 
of their teares, 7obes eyes powred them forth , Dawids eyes 
guſhed ont with water : And'tis remarkable,thatin the $4- 
cred Fountainc tongue , the ſame word fignifies both the 
eye and awel!, toſhew that our eyes mult be overſlowing 
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ſpring, whoſe inundation(likethat of Ny{us,) makes the 
whole ſoyle fruitfull a long time after : our earth is bar- 
ren without theſe ſhowrs , we live beſt , when we are 
droin'd every day. | | 

But the Day was not ſufficient for Davids ſorrow , the 
night begets ſ{innes as well as the day; and therefore Da- 
-1414id ro reſt, opens his eyes to weepe, ſo wakefull in his 
penitence, that every »ight he waſht his bed, and well he did 
to waſh that: David had a finofthe bed,& rherfore now(as 
with chat rare Emplaiſter , which apply'd to the weapon, 
cures the wounJ) fc waſbed his bed, to cleanſe himſelte. 
And we may well be Prodigall of or teares, when God 
him{cicis {o thrifty to treaſure them in his hott ; where 
(in Heaven) they-ſhall lyc deſpoſited,asthe earnelt of our 
comming thither; and wher we doc arive that place of 
bliſle, every drop ſhall be as a pearle to adorne our ſoules. 
In David, we reade of the waters above the heavens, and 
oneot the Fathers (1 remember ) interprets thoſe waters 
to be the tearesof penitents; (how litterall I diſpute not} 
but by application, tis very proper to the point:for repen- 
tance(like that wondred Engine of Archimedes) makes wa- 
ter riſe high, by deſcending: It makes a miracle'( other- 
wiſe never done)itmakes it raync upward:Afary Magdalen 
perfum'd our Sawiours feete more then his hcad:ſome devoti- 
on the pored out ot her bgxe, but more drop't from her 
cycs,and waſhing him, in that bath ſhe cleans'd ker ſelte. 
I have readofa Studcnr in Paris,who comming to Cor- 
feſcion,was lo nothing elſe but ſorrow atthe conſideration

Be this true,or falſe;ſure I am,the melting foule, which 
hath a floud of teares for every tranſgreſſion , waſheth of 
all herſtaynes, and appeares be'ore God (ca whom alone 
ſheis Eound to Conteſlz) pure and ſpotleſle. 

Andrtruly*tis a good degree of our turning unto Gad, 
that when we riſe out of the mire of ſin, webegin to ſee 
our owne fouleneſſe, and then waſh our ſelves with our 
teares, And if Chriſt (who never laught,) weptthrile, and 
yet had no finne of his owne,how many teares need we , 
who often laugh, and yet do nothing elſe bur ſinne? 

If one welove dic, paſſion preſently leapes out at our 
ey, and we reepe much: Alas, ourſoules by finne die 
dayly, and do we not take it {5 heavily as to weep? Can 
we looſe a neerer freind 2 To have ſinnes paſt number, 
and fo few teares, as perhaps, will not make 2 number?

}Yeepe then a Sea of teares,that ſo the ſhip of your ſoulc 
may ſaile to heaven in her owne ſorroiv; and for our ſpec- 
dier arivall,lct's raiſe our ſelves a proſperous gale,and with 
dezpe and harr-breaking f12hes , fill her ſayles: But the 
ihip of our foules is of greate burthen, ſinne hath loaded 
us, we draiv much watcr, andevery compleCtion is not fit 
ror teares; if chercfore we ſtick aground for want of water, 
we muſt returne by flying : hence David calles for wings, 
and what wings are they * but the wings of a Dove, bee 
cauſe that is the moſt mournefull creature, and this is a- 
nother quality of our Conmerſion, it muſt bee in planiFumith

No, no, when God look's upon us, we muſt be miſera- 
ble objeRs; our heartsare only beautifull in his ſight,when 
they ate broken :

J £,.A,CR FS T is well knowneto all men, bur more 
a\ QY /=Yy particularly ro his Majeſties Subjects 
X=RJ of this Kingdome,who 2s all gather- 
ed plentifull and comfortable fruirs of 
his Ma'ieſties bleſſed government, how 
abundantly carefull his Majeſty hath 
been in the whole courſe of his Go- 
vernment , of the peace and fafery of 
this his Kingdome, and how graciouſly 
he hath laboured to derive to all his SubjeQs therein, all thoſe 
benefits and comforts, which from a moſt gracious King,could 
be conferred on his Subjefts, ro make them a happy people, 
whereof he hath given many great teſtimonies, And as art all 
times he endeavoured to give them due contentment and fatiſ- 
fation, ſo even then whileſt the Rebels now in Armes were 
conſpiring miſchiefe againſt Him, and his Crowne and King- 
dome, he was then exerciſing As of Grace and Benignity to- 
wardsthem, granting to his Subjeas here the fulneſſe of their 
own deſires in all things, ſo faras with Honour or Juſtice he 
poſſibly could, and particularly when the Committees of both 
Houſes of Parliament here this laft Summer atrended his Ma- 
jeſty in England, at which time (amongſt many other rhings

any ſeverny or rigour in the execution of thoſe Lawes which 
are in force in this Kingdome againſt Papiſts, nor indeed any 
cauſe at all, other then the unnatural] hatred, which thoſe per. 
ſons in Rebellion do beare to the Brittiſh and Proteſtants, 
whom they defire and publikely profeſſe ro root out from a- 
mongſt them, The more ſtrange in that very many of them- 
ſelves are deſcended of F.nglith , whence is the originall and 
foundation of all their eſtates, and thoſe great benefits which 
they have hitherto enjoyed, and whence their Predeceſſors,and 
others then well affected in this Kingdome, have been ar al] 
times ſince the Conqueſt cherriſhed, relieved, countenanced, 
and ſupported, againſt the ancient enemies of the Kings people 
of England, many of the Iriſh alſo having received their eſtares 
and livelihood from the unexampled bounty and goodneſle of 
the Kings of England, Yer ſuch is their inbred ingratitude and 
diſloyaliy,as they conſpired to maſſacre Us the Lords Juſtices 
and Councell, and all the Brittiſh and Proteſtants univerſally 
chroughourt this Kingdome, and to ſeize into their hands, nor 
only his Majeſties Caſtle of Dublin, the principall Fort in this 
Kingdome, bur alſo all other the fortifications thereof, though _ 
(by che infinite goodneſſe and mercy of Qod) thoſe wicked 
and devilliſh Conſpiracies were brought to light , and ſome of 
the principall Conſpirators impriſoned in his Majeſties Caſtle 
of Dublin, by Us by his Majeſties authority,ſo as thoſewicked 
and damnable plots are diſappointed in the chief parts thereoh;. 
kis Majeſtics ſaid Caftle of Dublin, and City of Dublin being 
preſerved, and put into ſuch a condition of ſtrengrh,as if any of 
them, or their adherents ſha]l preſume to make. any arrempr 
thereupon, they ſhall (God willing) receive that correftion, 
ſhame, confuſion and deſtrution,which is due to their treache- 
rous and dereſtable diſloyalty. And in purſuit of their bloody 
intentions, they aſſembled themſelves in Armes in hoſtile man-

further degree of impiery,prerending outwardly,thart what they 
doe, is for the maintenance and advancement of the Kings pre- 
rogative, whereas it appeares manifeſtly, that their aimesand 
purpoſes inwardly are (if it were poſſible for them (o ro doe) ro 
wrelſt from him his Royall Crown and Scepter, and his iuſt So- 
veraignty over this Kingdomeand Nation, and to deprive him 
and his lawfull Miniſters of all authoriry and power here, 8 to 
place ir on ſuch perſons as theythink fir, which can no wayftand 
with his Maieſties iuſt Prerogative, nor can any equall minded 
man be ſeduced to beleeve that they can wiſh well co his Royall 
perſon,or any thing that is his,who in.cheir actions have expref- 
ſed ſuch unheard of hatred, malice,and ſcorn of the Brittiſh Na- 
tion, as they have done. And ſuch is their madneſſe as they 
conſider not,that his ſacred Maieſty diſdaines to have his name. 
or power ſo boldly traduced by ſuch wicked malefattors, Re- 
bells having never in any age beene eſteemed fir ſupporters of. 
the Kings Prerogative, much leſſe theſe, who ( under counte- 
nance thereof) labour to deface and ſhake.off his Government, 
andextirp his moſt loyall and faithfull SubjeQs of his other 
Kingdomes and here, whoſe preſervation ( above all earthly 
things) is, and alwayes hath beene his Majeſties principal}: 
ſtudy and endeavour, which even theſe Traytors themſelves 
AZ have 
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have abundantly found with comfort, if they could have beene 
ſenſible of it ; And whereas divers Lords and Gentlemen of the 
EngliſhPale preferred Petition unto Us,in the behalfe of them. 
ſelves,and the reſt of the Pale,and orher the old Engliſh of this 
Kingdome, ſhewing that whereas a late Conſpiracie of Trea. 
ſon was diſcovered, of ill-affeted perſons of the old Iriſh, and 
that thereupon Proclamation was publiſhed by Us, wherein 
(among other things) it wasdeclared, that the ſaid Conſpira. 
cie was perpetrated by Iriſh Papiſts,withourt diſtintion of any, 
and they doubting that by thoſe generall words of Iriſh Pa- 
piſts, they might ſeeme to be involved, though they declared 
themſelves confident, that We did nor intend to include them 
therein, in regard they alleadged they were none of the old - 
Iriſh, nor of their Fa&tion or Confederacie, bur ( as they then 
pretended) altogether averſe and oppoſite to all rheir defignes, 
and all others of like condition, We therefore to give them full 
fatisfaRion ( having indeede at that time great confidence in 
their loyalty }did by Proclamation dated the 29. of Oober 
1641. declare and publiſh, that by the words Iriſh Papiſts, We 
intended only ſuch of the old meere Iriſh in the Province of 
Ulſter, as were then Attors in that Treaſon, and others, who 
adhered ro them, and that We did not any way imeend or meane 
thereby any of the old Engliſh of the Pale, nor of any other 
parts of this Kingdome, then eſteemed good Subjects, We be- 

ing then (as We conceived) well aſſured of their fidelities to 

the Crowne, and having experience of the good affettions and 
ſervices of their Anceſtors, in former times of danger and Re. 
bellion, And indeede ſo beleeving were VVe in their faith- 
fulneſſe & loyalty to the Crown, as We then alfo repreſented ir 
into England for their advantage, and thereupon im the Order 
of the Lords and Commons in the Parliament in England con= 
cerning Ireland, his Majeſties loyall Subje&s of Engliſh blood, 
though of rhe Romiſh Religion, being ancient Inhabicants with- 
in ſeverall.Counries and parts of this Realme are mentioned, as 
thoſe who have alwayes m' former rebellions given teſtimony 
of their fidelity ro the Crowne of England, And in furcher te- 
ſtimony of rhe good affiance VVee had in their layaltie, VVee 
ifſfaed Armes to the ſevera}l Counties of the Engliſh Pale, the 
| better 
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berrer to enable them. to diſcharge their 'duties; in defendiog - 
thoſe parts, and his Majeſties good Subjets therein, vain 
che Rebels, upon deepe profeſſtons of loyalrtie made by them, 
and their ſeeming dereftation of the loathſomneſſe of the 
crimes, and bloody guiles of the Rebells, which they for their 
parts profeſſed (with many oathes and proceſtations) to ab- 
horre, and promiſed to oppoſe and reſiſt them, with all their 
power, And wee ifſued Armes alfo co many Noblemen and 
Gentlemen of the Pale,and elſewhere, of the Romiſh Religion, 
for the defence of their houſes, againſt the Rebells, Yer much 
contrary to the expeQation of all equall minded men, and in 
deceit of therruſt repoſed in them by this State, and diretly 
contrary as to their loyaltie and dutieto his Majeſtic, ſo to the 
great profeſſions which they had {o lately before made ar this 
Councel} Board,many of thoſe as well whole Counties, as par- 
ticular perſons entruſted with thoſe Armes, reyolted to the Re- 
bels, caryed his Majeſtics Arms with them, and ſothe Arms 
whichwere truſted into their hands,for the prote&tion of hisMa- 
ſties good Sub'ets, they converted to the annoyance and de- 
ſtruction (as much as in them lay) of thoſe good Subjects they 
were truſted ro prote, and of this State and Government, 
and have not onely not reſiſted the Rebells, but have alſo joy-

who were the firſt Actors in this Rebellion, as alſo many others 
in the Englith Pale, and feverall other paris of- the Kingdome, 
forgetting tholo duties which:(by the Lawes of God and man.)

He Earle of O-mend Lievetenant Generall of the Army in 
Ireland, and Sir Charles Coote, and Sir Simon Harecourt 
went out of ra DE meete the Rebells, hearing they

12, beſides theſe, Beaſts, 
Sheepe, Horſcs, Charriortrs , ſlaves, and foules of 
men, vers 13. without queſtion Sir, Selowe,Egyt, 
Babylon , or Rome, were the preſidents or coppies of 
our latter times , according to which they have 
drawn upon our State, tothe life, the Atheifine of 
Sodome,the tyranny of Egypr,the idolatry of Rome or 
Babylon. A, moſt helliſh device to ſqueeſe theJu'ceof 
three {uch vicious governments intothis of ours, 
which beforethe late times of degeneration was 
the fame. and glory of the whole World: The 
truth of this wil] appeareby the voluminous Tefti- 

monies of the grieved partie, before the high and - 
honourable court of Parliament, 
Secondly, the Contrivers of theplot, _ -

dalous Miniſter ; Secondly the. corrapt Magi- 
ſtrate; Thirdly the innovaring Prelate with. bis 
officer, Fourthly the profeſted Papeſt; Fifthly 
the Popith Proteſtant, Sixthly the rigid Armi- 
nian ; Seventhlythe Liberrine. 

Firſt, the ſcandalous Miniſter, I meane ſuch 
| as preach very ſeldome, and then very coldly, 
happily farr above the capacitie of the hearer, or 
if hee preach often, his preaching and praQtice 
croſſe the one the other, hee preacheth againſt 
ſwearing, and yet is a common ſwearer himſelfe, 
againſt drunkcnneſſe , and yet is a common 
drunkard himfelfe, at leaſtwiſe a common bib- 
ber, an intimate friend and ordinary acquain- 
tance of the common Toſpots, making the Sack- 
ſhop the chicfe place of Studie and contemphati- 
on; accounting thofe the fineſt fancies which 
are begot over a ſparkling cup, and thoſe divine 
raptures which are occaſioned by exhalations 
drawne from the good Ale and Sack; my mea- 
ning is not S,to, wound any moderate man,who 
upon juſt occaſion of buſineſſe may looke into a 
Tavern, or ſometimes to exprefle humanity or 
courtchie to a friend may ſometimes take or give 
a cup of wine, provided” it be inoffenfively car- 
ried, in reguard of time, perſons , or compnie, 
place,moderation, and the like. Such only 1 in- 
tend S$z#r, who delighr more in chirping compa- 
nie in the Alc-houſe or Tavern, thenthey doc in 
Communion with the Saints, ortheir Wives and

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Families at home; that account:their own hoy- 
ſes priſons, and taverns paradices., whoſe de. 
faults in this kind, ſuch Miniſters own wives, 
and Tavern Boyes are beſt able to diſcover. 
Beſides theſe ſuchalſo I reckon amongſt ſcan. 
dalous Miniſters as doe fill their Neighbours 
cares,and eys, with obſcan 8& wanton words and 
carriages, making laſcivious ribaldry the fitteſt 
-muſique at atable-meeting, 7 om Trinkilo was ne- 
ver more ated to the lite, then by many of theſe, 
who go under the name of the Angells ofthe 
Church of Exgland, and by their mimicall, apiſh, 
and ridiculous cariages,{eek to pleaſe the humour 
of the brave ſparks and gallants of our times. 
' Laſtlie ſuch alſo are: ſcandalous miniſters as 
are carried with bitter and malicious ſpirits, a- 
gainſt the ſtrit and more exact practiſe of Reli- 
2ioN, which can: ſcarecly forbearc to diſgorge 
their foule ſtomacks in the —_ againſt them 
who walke clofer with God then themſelves, 
which can.finde more Rhetorike to advance ce- 
remonie then ſubſtance, which, can finde no ho- 
neſtie in. a man that practiſes in all the maine 
points of Religion,if tender in conſcience about a 
ceremony, but copious and full in teſtimony of 2 
good fellow, a boone companion,.a common 
ſwearer, if zealous only in matter of ceremony, 
{ch as cannot ſuffer a pious conſcientious man to 
paſſe without a jecre, nay haply perſecute him, 
out of his pariſh, if he conform not in folio to 
all indifferent ceremonies , ſuch bitter ſpirits as 
theſe give great offence, whiles they arrogate the 


names 
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names of Chriſts Miniſters, and Ambaſſadors, 
and in their lives ſhew neither humility, nor ſy- 
pernaturall charitie and love of their Maſter : 
Theſe and ſuch like are they which pull downe 
more by their praRtice then they build up by 
preaching. Theſe are the watchmen onthe wall 
which meeting with the Spouſe of Chriſt pluck

Secondly, the corrupt Magiſtrate , ſuch I 
meane as buy, and therefore muſt ſell Juſtice, 
which makes the face of his prince,not the laws,

haſtens an hearing according to his{atisfaion of

King, whom God hath preſerved ſo, that hee 
hath no more beene poyſoned with Epiſcopall 
flatrerie. 

Examine all ages, was there ever preſident for 
fo many ſuſpenſions in theſe Chriſtian Chur- 
Ches, as by our |:ite Biſhops? was there ever ſuch 
a fire kindled as in theſe our days by Prelares, 
to the hazard of three Kingdomes at once? were 
thereever Prelates and their officers ſo grofle for 
notorious luſts, for oppreſsion, extortion, raſing 
fees, picking advantages, prezChing feldome or 
never? Were there ever any Biſhops ſince the 
time of Edwerd the (ixth, and the reformation in 
thoſe days, that have brought us ſo far back to a 
violent neceſsity of ſuch uſages as might more 

neerely conforme us to the Romiſh Re] igion and 
Ceremonies, bowings, ducking, crngings, Ima-

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ges, &c, Theſe Sirand ſuch like are they who 
have improved all opportunities and diligenceto 
diſcourage and ſupplant all Schollers in the U- 
niverſitics, and Miniſters in their ſeverall Dio- 
ceſſes, who have been orthodox and induſtrious, 
Queene Elzzaberths Proteſtames , if moderate 
about the ceremonies, and have planted right 
men(as they call rhem) in the roome of Ortho- 
dox and Pious men, haply learned, but ambiri- 
ous, Simonicall, ſcandalous, and inclining to all 
Romiſh corruption, whereunto their Eccleſiaſti- 
call Patrons, I mean the Biſhops, have invited 
themgcither by their precepts or examples. Thele 
Sir and the like are thoſe who arc the 1nnova- 
ting Prelates , and have quanumzn illis brought 
ruine upon Church and State, and laid the Plot 
for at univerſall alteration of both. 

Fourthly, The profciled Papiſt, I mean 
ſuch whether convitor not convit as acknow- 
ledg the Popes ſupremacie , never come to our 
Churches, admire their Popiſh prieſts,cſpecially 
--their Jeſuites ( thoſe infernall Locuſts which 
havecome out ofthe bottomeleſle pit) as their 
holy fathers, ſuch as account Proteltants Here- 
tiques, andir a ſacred point of devotion to kill 
Proteſtant Princes, though in a barbarous, baſe, 
and trecherous way, ſuch as ſerve God by Ima- 
gcs, and account ignorance the mother of devo- 
tion, coſtly, unneceſſary, and uncommanded ce- 
remonics the glory of the Charch. Thcſe are 


they who arc fallen into the great con{piracic 


againſt 
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azainſt great Bx1tra1inss proſperitie, 
Fitthly, The Popiſh Proteſtants, 1 mean 
ſuch as are exceſſively charitable concerning the 


profeſſed Papiſt , they love not to come to 


Church oftener then the lawcs enforce, if the 
State will give them leave: they will conforme 
to any Popiſh uſage, and are indeed Papiſts in e- 
very point but Sypremacie, and pr:eſts mariages, 
and jntheſe likewiſe in their judgments they are 
very-fayourable to the Romiſh way; 

Sixthly, Therigid Arminian,who accounts 
no Doctrine ſublime but what advances his own 
opinion abour predeſtination, frec-will, falling 
from grace,and the like. 

Theſe account all men unſound,not rightly in- 
formed,cr very dunces, that are not of their opi- 
nion, theſe finde no muſique in a Sermon, where 
the Miniſter gives not a touch upon the Armini- 
an ſtrino. 

Theſe pretend the advancing of good life by 


_ their doctrine,while in the meane time if you ob- 


ſerve them generally, there are none more dif- 

ſolute, proud, vaine, and ſcurrilous , then they 

that prate moſt in the Arminian cauſe. 

* Seventhly, the Libertine, ſuch I nnderſtand to 

be the ſwearer, drunkard, whore-maſter, profa- 
ner of the Sabbath, icorner & deſpiſer of others, 
following no calling but their finful luſts, harſh &

obſerve the other foure, tlie corrupt Magiſtrate,
